Moft  illuflrious  Lords^ 

OTWITHSTANDING  the  boafted  vigilance  of  adminiftra* 
tion ;  notwithftanding  the  (late  of  the  Britilh  empire  grows 
hourly  mote  and  more  alarming ;  and  notwithftanding  the  cri(is 
to  which  our  prefenc  unhappy  difpntes  with  America  have  arriv* 
ed,  we  are  now  upon  the  point  of  a  prorogation,  without  (eeing 
any  thing  done  for  the  benefit  of  the  nation,  and  the  fblemn  af> 
furances  given  us  at  the  commencement  of  the  feflion ;  like 

The  bafelefs  fabric  of  a  vifion  * 

vanifh  totally  into  air,  and 

Leave  not  a  wreck  behind* 

At  the  opening  of  the  prefent  (effions,  the  dangerous  Rate  of 
the  American  colonies  was  particularly  recommended  to  our  at¬ 
tention  ;  and  we  were  gi^n  to  underfland,  that  the  refioriition  of 
unanimity  between  our  fubjecRs  on  the  different  (ides  of  the  At¬ 
lantic,  was  a  matter  of  the  lad  importance  :  from  this  (eeming  at¬ 
tention  to  an  afiair  of  unquedionable  confequence,  many  flattered 
themfelves,  that  even  the  blefled  fet  of  lUinifters,  who  now  fuper- 
intend  the  bufineft  of  this  unhappy  kingdom,  were  for  oftcc  real-  ^ 
ly  defirous  of  doing  foroe thing  praife* worthy,  or  that  they  had  ac- 
cidentally  blundered  upon  an  objeid  highly  necefliiiT  fo^  con- 
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fjderaiion  of  a  Brhtdi  parliament. — lihe  iiTue,  however,  is  as  me- 
l.incboly  as  the  beginning  was  agreeable.  The  fairy  dream,  in 
wliiclf  our  imaginaiiuns  w'erc  fo  pleafiiigly  engaged,  is  novv,  con¬ 
verted  to  a  moll  inonifying  fccnc  of  difappointmeiu,  and  we  wake 
from  the  illuiioii  of  imaginary  bappinels,  to  experience  an  addi¬ 
tional  pang  in  the  accumulating  wretchednefs  of  our  country. 

If  onr  iiiiniftcrs,  noble  as  they  arc  infenfible  to  fbarae,  had  no 
regard  w  hatever  for  their  reputation,  one  w-ould  at  Icaft  fuppofe, 
that  they  would  have  inanifeflcd  fmie  little  anxiety  lor  their  in- 
tlrrell.  One  would  fuppofe,  that  the  fame  depravity  of  principle 
which  led  them  to  acquire,  would  lead  them  to  aim  at  fecurity 
in  their  offices  ;  and  that  they  would  endeavour  to*  avoid  the 
ftorni  of  public^wratb,  however  they  might  defpair  of  gaining  the 
j)nbric  apprf>bation.  1  am  therefore  allonilhed,  that  they  them- 
lelves  ffiould  not  bellow  a  fingle  thought  on  what  they  have 
eameffiy  recommended  to  our  attention.  We  are,  as  1  have  al¬ 
ready  obferved,  upon  the  eve  of  a  ])iurogation,  and  yet  fo  far  has 
the  great  bufinefs  of  America  been  neglected,  that  we  have  not 
heard  a  fyllablc  from  iliein  on  the  fubjec't,  though  it  conffituted 
fo  efilnitial  a  part  of  the  royal  fpeech  at  the  opening  of  the*  fef- 
lions.  what,  my  lord:,  lliall  we  aitribnie  this  (hamefttriocon- 
gruity  ;  If  we  impute  it  to  dellgn — ii  argues  a  profligacy  of  cbi- 
]a<fler  that  makes  the  puppets  of  tlie  preieiit  hour  dangerous  to 
the  comniunity  :  if  we  aferibe  it  to  weaknefs,  it  argues  them  ut¬ 
terly  unlit  for  their  offices.  Let  them  lake  their  choke  of  the  al¬ 
ternative,  their  choice  of  the  aril  id  knave  or  the  incorrigible  fool, 
and,  in  eitlier  point  of  view,  they  are  a  difg  race  to  the  veiy  name 
of  government.  t 

But,  as  the  interell  of  the  nation  mull  not  be  facrifired  10  the 
fraud  or  the  incapacity  of  adminit) ration  ;  as  1  trull  this  aflembly 
will  always  watch  attentively  over  the  public  good,  however  that 
good  may  be  tlifregarded  by  the  more  immediate  fiiperiuleodenti 
of  the  ft  ate,  1  lhall  beg  leave  to  propofe  ffime  refoluiions  relative 
to  American  affairs,  w  hich  I  flatter  inylelf  will  have  a  tendency 
to  rellore  peace  to  the  colonies,  and  rtfkc^  honour  upon  the  mo¬ 
ther-count  ly. 

Here  Lucius  Verus  Paterculus  projvofed  the  eighteen  refolutions, 
which  the  reader  w'ill  find  in  Vcd.  viii.  P.-2B3.  .  He  then  conclu¬ 
ded  with  fome  afperfions  on  the  conduct  of  Puhlius  Varro 
(L.  H— —  h),  the  miniller  for  the  Amerkaii  department,  who 
anfsvered  him  to  this  effeift  : 

Mojl  illifjtrious  Lords,  ?  * 

AS  I  have  ever  made  it  a  fiifl  principle  to  maintain  a  (lri<flfiei* 
tr.iruy  during  party  commotions,  as  it  has  been  my  pride,  no  left 
than  niy  hippinefs,  to  kttend  folely  to  the  duties  of  iny  office, 
and  to  picfcrvc  my  honeft  independence  as  a  qaember  of  thia  iL 
iuffrions  aflembly,  I  own  it  furprires  me  not  a  little,  to  find  party 
bulily  meddling  itfelf  with  my  .conduct,  <vcn  as  a  man,  from  • 
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mirtaken  idea  of  my  behaviour  in  the  lervice  of  government :  Li- 
heriJity  of  fendmenc,  however,  is  not  the  chara<fleriAics  of  the 
prefent  period  ;  nor  arc  the  patriots  of  the  hour  the  moft  ciiii- 
11cm ly  dirtinguifhed  for  their  love  of  jufticc  ;  on  the  contrary,  they^ 
arc  eternally  making  their  belief ^  their  fa<ft,  and  drawing  their  in* 
fcrcnces  from  preniiies  founded  wholly  on  their  own  coiijedturc  y 
yet,  iu  fpite  of  prejudice,  in  fpite  of  niifreprefentatiou,  i  (ball  con- 
lidently  enter  upon  the  fubjed  of  my  defence,  and  poflibly  prove 
luyfelf  a  moie  dihutereded  friend  to  this  kingdom,  than  many 
wlio  particularly  plume  themfelves  npon  an  unbounded  populari* 
ty.  Since  the  period  in  which  1  fird  had  the  honour  of  being 
employed  as  miiiider  in  the  A— — — n  department,  it  has  been, 
my  unalterable  dudy  to  purfue  fuch  meafures  as  appeared  inolL 
co'idacivc  to  the  intered,  both  of  the  mother-country  and  the  co- 
huiies,  without  once  loiing  fight  of  the  great  conditutional  point, 
tlie  lupremacy  which  the  former  fhould  alw'ays  poflefs  over  the 
latter,  and  which  is  no  lefs  neceflary  for  the  welfare  of  the  Ame¬ 
ricans,  than  neceflliry  for  the  honour  of  the  Brinfh  parliament.  It 
is  true  indeed,  adminidratiun  has  frequenily  fent  over  difagreeable, 
orders  to  the  governors  of  fcveral  provinces;  orders  which  bore 
j)erhaps  marks  of  feverity,  if  the  caufe  remained  unknown,  and 
which  podibly  deferved  the  name  of  oppreffive,  if  ilTued  to  ope¬ 
rate  upon  people  yielding  a  proper  fubordination  to  the  laws,  and 
living  in  a  date  of  tranquillity.  But  who,  my  lords,  will  lake  u- 
pon  him  to  adert,  that,  when  the  colonies  rife  up  in  a  daring  op- 
pofiiion  to  all  legal  authority  ;  when  they  deny  their  dependence 
uj)on  this  kingdom  ;  when  they  attack  the  lives  of  fuch  among 
them  as  feem  well  affetded  to  the  parent  dale  ;  and  when  they 
will  not  fuffer  Englifh  vefTeis  to  carry  on  a  peaceable  commerce, 
nor  indeed  any  commerce  at  all  with  Eoglifh  ports  in  America  ; 
who,  1  fay,  in  fuch  a  cafe  will  aflei't,  that  the  mother- country 
ihouid  qnietly  fit  down  under  the  flagitious  infolence  of  her  de¬ 
pendencies  ;  that  flie  fliould  tamely  fuffer  injury  after  injury,  and 
allow'  the  colonies  to  rule  her  with  a  rod  of  iron,  for  fear  of  being 
charged  with  a  feverity  of  conduct  cowards  the  colonies  ?  The 
minider,  who,  in  fuch  a  cafe,  neglctded  to  vindicate  her  juft 
rights,  w'ould  fhamcfuUy  betray  theni  ;  timidity  is  ^reafbn  where 
the  happineG  of  our  country  is  at  flake;  and  a  man  would  deferve 
as  much  to  be  impeached  at  your  bar,  my  lords,  who  fcandaloufly 
ihrunk  from  the  defence  of  your  rights,  as  if  he  had  aidually  gt* 
ven  them  up. 

The  irrefoiution  of  government,  with  regard  to  the  aftairs  of  A- 
inerica,  is  a  matter  of  much  triumph  to  the  gentlemen  in  oppofj- 
tion,  and  the  difBculty  of  reconciling  the  differences  fb  unhappily 
fubfidmg  between  us  and  our  colonies,  affords  an  inceffant  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  defcanting,  either  upon  the  weaknefs,  or  the  wickednefi 
of  adminidration.  For  my  own  part,  however,  I  tfaink'thefe^  dif- 
ferences  might  have  been  long  flnce  amicably  adjufted,  were  it 

not 


not  for  the  condinfl  of  our  patriots,  who  are  continaally  throwing 
obllables  in  the  way  of  a , reconciliation,  atui  as  continually  accu* 
ling  the  miniflry  with  keeping  open  a  wound,  where  the  radical 
means  of  cure  is  totally  denied  by  themlelveff.  "  ‘jit  , 

To  fupport  the  juflice  of  this  aflTertion,  my  lords,  let  us  only 
turn  our  eyes  to  the  inftitntion  of  the  (lamp-at^,  fioudlyias  it  has 
been  execrated,  and  univerfally  falhionable  as  it  is  become  to  exe¬ 
crate  every  law  that  railes  a  revenue  immediately  upon  the  Ame¬ 
ricans. — The  ftainp-a<?^,  at  its  firft  inftitntion,  was  certainly  as  re¬ 
pugnant  to  the  principles  of  freedom  as  at  the  time ’of  its  repeal ; 
a  meafiire  which  is  now  declared  to  be  fclf-evidently  wrong,  muft 
lurely  have  appeared  vvrong  on  its 'firft  agitation,  in  the  two  wileft, 
the  two  jufteft,  as  well  as  the  two  greateft  aftemblies*  of  this  king¬ 
dom  ;  yet,  fo  far  were  our  patriots  at  the  time  from' being  alarm¬ 
ed  at  any  violence  offered  to  the  conftitution  ;  fi>  far  was  a  reve- 
nue-a<fl  upon  America  judged  repugnant  to  the  teal  principles  of 
freedom,  that  little  or  no  oppofiiion  was  made  to  the  bill  in  par¬ 
liament,  and  even  many  of  the  American  agents  the mfeWes' allow¬ 
ed  it  to  be  as  falutary  a  mode  of  raifing  money,  as  any  that; had 
been  thought  of  by  preceding  adminiftrations— The  law  was  there¬ 
fore  pafted  with  as  much  indifference  as  any  other  law;  and  the 
colonies  never  thought  of  denying  obedience  to  it,  tiH  they  were 
encouraged  to  fuch  a  denial  by  the  patriots  of  the  mother-country. 
—It  is  true  indeed,  the  colonies  exprefled  a  diffatisfaciioa  at  the 
ltanip-a(ft  ;  but  what  people  are  ever  pleafed  with  paying  taxes  ^ 
We  oiirfclves,  on  this  fide  the  Atlantic,  are  feldom  much  delight¬ 
ed  when  new  burdens  are  impofed  upon  us  ;  on  the  contrary,  a 
general  exclamation  accompanies  every  frefh  tax  we  lay  upon  the 
people;  though  the  money  raifed  is  abfolutely  raifed  for  their  own 
fervice,  they  deem  therafelves  opprefled  in  raifing  it ;  and  require 
two  or  three  years  to  reconcile  their  minds  to  the  neceffary  means 
of  promoting  the  national  fecurity. — This  was  the  cafe  entirely 
with  the  colonies-^they  did  not  relifli  a  new  tax— they  confider- 
cd  it  oppreffive — but  never  once  dreamt  of  refufing  obedience  to 
it,  till  the  patriots  of  the  mother-country  defired  them  to  refufe ; 
till  the  patriot  wiih  of  getting  into  place,  rendered  it  neceffary  to 
make  a  fonniJable  party  againft  adminiftration  ;  then  the  power 
claimed  by  the  Britifti  parliament  of  fubjeefting  the  colonies  to  a 
revenue,  was  found  utterly  incompatible  with  the  principles  of 
freedom,  and  the  exprefs  declarations  of  niagfia  chart  a  :  then  a 
breach  was  to  be  eft'eefted  between  the  different  fides  of  the  At¬ 
lantic^  and  the  Americans  were  to  difeontinue  their  trade,  that 
the  Ioffes,  confequenily  refulling  to  this  kingdom,  might  arm  the 
jicpulace  on  the  fide  of  faeftion,  and  induce  them  to  attribute  the 
decay  of  their  manufactures  wholly  to  the  ignorance  or  the  ty¬ 
ranny  of  government,  ’  \To'be  continued.’\ 
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Antljuities  of  Rome,  from  Grofley’s  Obfervations  on  Italy,

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ceiice  and  grandeur  or  ancient  tvome.^^  4  ne  vaticau  anq  me 
])itol^  amidd  the  muUhude  of  Hatues  and  bqlb  escaped  from  the 
ravages  of  time  and  barbarifm,  exhibit  (bme  which  every  eye  mod 
behold  with  pleafure.  The  Vatican*  antiques  as  univeriaUy 
known  as  St  Peter^s.  The  Mufseum  CapitoLinuiu,  in  giving  the 
curious  an  idea  of  thole  which  Benedict  XJLV*  has  aUembled  in 
I  lie  Capitol,  at  the  fame  time  muft  excite  an  caget  dcfire  of  feeing 
i'uth  beauties;  The  intent,  of  Leo  X.  and  Beu|[^dit^  XJV.  in 
forming  thefe  colle^ions,  was  to  fccure  the  enjpym^tit  of  them  to 
the  public  :  how  different  from  that  croud  of  rapaciot^  popes  and 
nephews,  whole  leading  view  was  to  enrich  their  houles  with  the 
fpoils  of  ancient  Rome!  It  is,  however,  to  bo  wilKed^  that  thele 
colle<5lion$  were  ablblutely  public,  and  that  they  who  arc  cntrullcd 
with  the  keeping  of  them  did  not  fell  the  light  of  fhem,  and 
ferevv  an  income  out  of  the  ar tills  who  are  obliged  to  Hudy  them: 
luch  a  monopoly  correfponds  neither  with  the  magnificence  nor 
the  intentions  of  a  mailer,  who  has  fo  many  ways  ofproviding  for 
perfons  of  this  dais. 

The  villas  of  Borghefe,  Pamphili,  Mcdicis,  &c,  the  palaces  of 
Farnefe,  Barberioi,  Verofpi,  Mallimi,  Albini,  &c»  arc  likewile 
very  rich  in  antiques ;  but  nothing  equals,  if  not  in  choice,  at  lead 
in  quantity,  thofe  of  the  Julliuiani  palacq^.  The.  apartments,  the 
Hair-cafe,  court,  walls,  every  corner  of  this  pa^ce,  arc  filled  or  co¬ 
vered  with  antiques  :  in  a  word,  under  a  large  Ihed  belonging  to 
it,  and  where  are  oiled  uo  all  thofe  for  which  room  could  not  be 
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cjnire,  is  a  very  dangerous  trial,  in  which  they  arc  always  lolers; 
it  were  perhaps  to  be  wiflicd,  that  they  were  treked  after  the 
example  of  Michael  Angelo  vvith  the  celebrated  T^fo  of  the 
Vatican,  the  repair  of  which  .he  modellly  decliued  ,as^aboye  his 
Ikill,  great  as  if  was.  The' tradition  which  had  attributed  to  him 
the  repairing  of  Laocoon,  is  manifcftly  falfe  ;  the  Teepod  Had  legs 
and  arms  lK\Tring  no  proportion  to  the  bodies  to  which  they,  have 
been  fitted.  ‘  ,  , 

Cardinal  Albani’s  Palace., 

Cardinal  Alexander  Albaiii  is  at  pkefeni  the.  capital  repair  of 
ar.tinnity.  With  him  the  inofl  mutilated,  mod  disfigured,  mod 
irremediable  pieces  recover  their  .original  beauty  ;.  woi;a  facit  om 
TtUi ;  the  fragment  of  a  bud,  whith,  even  when  intir^e,  all  anti- 
<piaries  would*  have  difiegardeld  as  wia  tefla  imognitiJUitm^  fiom 
b.iin  receives,  v^uh  new  life,  a  name  which  irrevocably  perpetuatei 
rank.  i- 

As  a  repofitory  for  ihofe  pieces,  he  vvas  building,  without  the 
Salara  gate,  a  palace  in  the  tade  of  thq(e  of  ancient  l^pnie.  Its 
front  is  covered  with  excjuifiie  embcHifliineuts,  and  interfetfled  by 
a  portico,  over  which  runs  the  fird  dory ;  a  difpofition  which,  if 
it  coeds  the  grnund-finor  apartments  as  fliade'd  by  the  portico, 
leaves  them  only  a  falfe  light.  This  froat  faces  a  parterre  with 
fine  water  works,  and  innumerable  antiques,  terminating  in^a  vaft 
fenii-circular  jaortico,  which  isopen  towards  tbe^ garden,  furmoanU 
c'd  with  a  continuous  balullrade,  and  the  outward  part  mured. 
This  portico  puts  one  the  more  in  mind  of  the  ■Xyjiiy  ,or  covered 
walks,  cf  the  Romans,  as  being  docked  with  thoic  objects  with 
which  a  learned  luxury  delighted  to  cmbelJKh  them;  that  is,  the 
fiatues  and  buds  of  the  mod  emineut  perfonages.  To  datues  and 
buils  Caidinal  Albani  has  added  altars,  tombs,  bas-reliefs,,  and, ino4 
Duments  of  all  kinds,  and  all  in  part  made  whole  by  pew  work 
It  is  in  budo’s  that  thefe  renovations  chiefiy  Oiew  themieivei,  ui 
the  nofes,  the  ears,  and  whole  parts  fitted  to  tbofe  which  time 
h.is  (pared.  Thus  one  fees  there  the  Grecian  poets,  philofopbers, 
aitd  orators,  with  amendments  and  additions;  aud  the  na^iC  of 
each  ncwlv  engraved  in  Greek  chaVaders.  We  had  feen  Cardinal 
Al  jani  before  feeing  his  palace;  and  on  our  intimating  adefirc  of 
adkniiing  that  druc'lurc  and  its  incdimable  contents,  he  anfwered 
with  foinething  of  a  fneer,  it  is  not  made  for  eyes  ufed  to  the 
wonders  of  French  architetdure :  to  you  the  plan  mud  appcae 
chimerical,  aud  the  performance  execrable/^

You  accepted 
of  tlie  fucceflion  with  all  its  incumbrances,  and  have  paid  Mr 
Luurell  his  legacy,  at  the  hazard  of  ruining  .the  (late. 

When  this'accomjiliflied  youth  declared  himfelf  the  champion 
of  government,  the  world  was  bulj  in  inquiring  what  honours  or 


p.^r^ument; — to  intnlde  upon  a  county  m  which  he  had  no  in* 
lei  ell  or  connexion  ; — to  poflefs  himfelf  of  another  man's  right, 
aiul  to  maintain  it  in  defiance  of  public  fliame  as  well  as  juflice, 
bcl'poke  a  degree  of  zeal  or  of  depravity,  which  all  the  favour  of 
a  pious  prince  could  hardly  requite.  1  protefi,  my  lord,  there  is 
in  ibis  young  man's  cpnducft  a  drain  of  proditution,  which,  for  its 
lingularity,  I  cannot  but  admire.  '  He  has  difeovered  a  nevv  line 
in  the  human  charatftcr; — he  has  degraded  even  the  name  of 
Luttrell,  and  gratified  his  father's  mod  fanguiue  eKpeedations. 

7' he  duke  of  Grafton,  with  every  podible  difpodtion  to  pa- 
ironife  this  kind  of  merit,  vVas  contented  with  pronouncing  colonel 
i.uttrcll's  panegyric.  The  gallant  fpirit,  the  diliutercded  zeal  of 
the  young  adventurer  were  ecchoed  through  the  houie  of  lords. 
Hi«  grace  repeatedly  pledged  bimfclf  to  the  houfe,  as  an  evidence 
<»f  ihe  purity  of  his  friend  Mr  Luitrell's  intentions; — that  he  had 
engaged  without  any  profpotd  of  perfonal  benefit,  and  that  the 
idea  of  compenfation  would  mortally  od*end  him.  The  noble 
duke  could  hardly  be  in  earned  ;  but  he  had  lately  quitted  his 
employment,  and  began  to  think  it  neceffary  to  take  (pme  care  of 
his  reputation.  At  that  very  moment  the  Irilh  negociation  was 
I)fobably  begun. — Come  forward,  thou  worthy  rcprcfcniaiive  of 
lord  B~*e,  and  tell  this  infulted  country,  who  advifed  the  king  to 
appoint  Mr  Luttrell  Adjutant  General  to  the  army  in  Ireland.  By 
what  management  was  colonel  Ciininghame  prevailed  on  to  refign 
his  employment,  and  the  obfequious  Gidxune  to  accept  of  a  pen- 
lion  for  the  government  of  Kinfalc*?  Was  it  an  original  dipula* 
lion  with  the  P.  of  W.  or  docs  he  owe  his  preferment  to  your 
lordlhip’s  partiality,  or  to  the  duke  of  Bedford's  frietidfhipf  My 
lord,  though  it  may  not  be  podible  to  trace  this  meafure  to  its 
iburce,  we  can  follow  the  dream,  and  warn  the  country  of  its  ap*

VTbat  it  to  be  dooci  Poor  Oiibome  nralt  move  once  more— -Ho 
accepts  of  a  pendon  of  500L  a  Year,  until  a  governitiaMC  of  greater  value  fhsll  be* 
come  vacant.  Colonel  Coninghaine  It  made  governor  of  KinfaJe,  and  Lnttrell,  at 
Jail,  for  whom  the  whole  machinery  is  put  in  motion,  becomet  adjutant  gontral, 
and  la  eiBfcct  takes  the  cemmacd  of  the  sroiy  in  Ireland. 
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proaching  dcftrucftion.  The  Englifh' nation  cnttft  be  roufed  and 
put  upon  its  guard.  Mr  Lunrell  has  already  feaurn  us  how  far 
he  may  be  trufled,  wheaever  an  open  attack  it  to  tii  made  upon 
the  liberties^of  this  country.  I  do  not  doubt  tkeve  is  a  deli* 
berate  plan  formed, — your  lordlhip  bell  knowt’by  wlioin;^the 
corruption  of  the  legiflative  body  on  this  fide  Si^iury.  fotce  on 
the  other — and  then  Farewell  to  England!  It  it  impcAbk  that 
any  minlllcr  fhould  dare  to  advife  the  king  to  place  foch  a  man 
as  Luttrcll  in  the  confidential  pod  of  Adjutant-General,  if  there 
were  not  fiimc  fccret  purpole  in  view,  which  only  foch  a  man  as 
Luttrell  is  fit  to  promote.  The  mfult  offered  to  the  army  in  ge¬ 
neral  is  as  grofs  as  the  outrage  intended  to  the  people  of  Knglaud. 
What  !  Lieutenant- colonel  Luttrcll  to  be  Adjutant-General  of  an 
army  of  fixteen  tboufand  men!  One  would  think  bis  majedy’s 
campaigns  at  Biackheath  and  Wimbledon  might  have  taught  him 
better.— I  cannot  help  wiHiing  general  Hervey  joy  of  a  colleague, 
who  does  fo  much  honour  to  the  employment. — But,  my  lord, 
this  meafure  is  too  daring  to  pafs  unnoticed,  too  dangerous  to  be 
received  with  indifference  or  fubmidion.  You  fball  not  have  time 
to  ncw-iuodcl  the  IriHi  army.  They  will  not  fubmit  to  be  garbled 
by  colonel  Luttrell.  As  a  mifehief  to  the  Knglidi  -’conditotion, 
(for  he  is  not  worth  the  name  of  enemy)  they  already  deled  him. 
As  a  boy,  impudently  thrud  over  their  heads,  they  will  receive 
him  wiili  indignation  and  contempt. — As  for  you,  my  lord,  who 
perhaps  are  no  more  than  the  blind,  unhappy  inltniment  of  lord 
Bute  and  her  R.  H.  the  P.  of  \V.  be  afiured  you  dull  be  called 
upon  to  anfvver  for  the  advice,  which  has  been  given,- and  etcher 
difeover  your  accompliccS|  or  fall  a  facrifice  to  your  lecurity.

The  extraordinary  Hijlofy  0/"  Bianca,  a  Vcnctli^n  Lady  :  frdm  Af. 
de  la  l^ande’s  Voyage  d’un  Francois  en  Ittlie,  fait  dam  ks 
Anees  &  1706.  t 


About  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century,  Thomas  Boouoven* 
turi,  a  young  man  of  Florence,  of  a  creditable  family,  but 
without  fortune,  went  to  live  with  a  merchant  of  the  fame  coun¬ 
try,  who  had  fettled  at  Venice:  the  merchant’s  houfe  was  over- 
againd  the  back-door  of  one  that  belonged  to  a  noble  Venetian, 
whofe  name  w'as  Barthelemi  Capello.  In  the  houfe  of  Capcllo 
there  was  a  young  lady  of  great  beauty,  whole  name  was  Bianca. 
She  was  watthed  with  great  circumfj>e(dion,  but  Booooventuri 
frequently  faw  her  at  the  window:  he  had  not  the  lead  hope  ^of 
a  nearer  interview;  yet,  by  a  natural,  and‘alm5>d  neceffiury  iw* 
pulfe,  he  did  all  that  could  be  done  in  foch  circwndances  to  a* 
mufe  her,  and  exprefs  the  padion  with  which  flie  had  infpited 
him  ;  he  was  young  and  amiable  ;  (he  very'  fbon'^  ceaied  to  be  ***• 
different;  and,  after  long  negociation,  the  pariiculara.  of  which 
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are  not  related^  the  lovers  found  means  to  accotnplifh  their  wiihes^ 
Bianca  went  every  night|  after  the  family  were  retiredy  and  afleep^ 
to  the  cliamher  'of  Buonoventari  la  the  merchant's  houie,  by 
means  of  the  itf  tie  back-door^  which  (he  left  a-jar,  and  by  which 
llie  returned  before  day^  without  being  feen  by  any  body. 

After  this  had  eontinued  timci  cuftoro  made  her  ]e(s  cau¬ 
tious,  and  one  night  Hie  Q^id  with  her  lover  till  the  morning  was 
farther  advanced  than  ufual :  it  hi^pened  that  a  baker’s  boy,  who, 
according  Co^tbe  cuftooi  of  the  country,  was  taking  bread  from  a 
neighbouring  honie,  to  cany  it  to  the  oven,  perceived  the  little 
hack'door,  by  wiiich  Bianca  had  come  out,  to  be  a>jar,  and  fup- 
puiing  it  to  have  been  left  open  by- accident,  (hut  it.' 

The  young  lady  came  a  few  minutes  afterwards,  and  found  it 
fill ;  in  the  condernation  and  diftrefs  which  this  accident  pro¬ 
duced,  ftie  returned  to  the  houfe  (he  had  jud  quitted,  and  knock- 
i«ig  foftly  at  the  iloor,  was  Jet  ia  by  her  lover,  to  whom  fhe  re- 
hied  what  hid  happened.  Graiitudc  and  love  indantly  deter-' 
mined  him  to  facrihee  every' tuing  to  her  fafety,  and  he  imme¬ 
diately  quitted  his  ficuatlooi,  and,  retired  with  tire  lady  to  the 
houfe  of  another  Floreoiine,  where  they  reuiained  hidden,  with 
I  he  uttnoil  care  and  precaution,  till  they  found  an  opportunity  of 
efcaping  to  Florence. 

At  Florence ‘he  had  a  little  houfe  in  Via  larga,  near  Sf  Mark’s, 
and  over  againd  a  convent  of  nuns  of  the  order  of  Si  Catharine. 
To  this  little  dwelling  he  retired,  fays  ouf  author.  With  his  wife, 
and  lived  fbme  time  iu  great  priva^,  for  fear  the  republic  of  Ve¬ 
nice  (hould,  at  the  fdiciutlons  of  Capcllo,  caufe  him  to  be  pnr- 
fued. 

Fraiicis-Maria,  the  great  duke  of  Tufeany,  at  'this  time,  was  a 
native  of  France,  the  (bn  of  Cofino  the  fir(i«  and  father  of  Mary 
de  Medicia:' he  had  married  Jane  of  Auftria,  daughter  of  the 
emperor  Ferdinand,  widow  of  the  king  of  Hungary  ;  fhe  was  a 
princefs  of  high  eftimation ;  but  being  at  this  time J>aft  her  youth, 
the  duke  neglected  her  for  other  women.  One  of  th«  officers  of 
his  court  was  the  confidant  of  his  pleafures,  whp  had  a  wife  not 
lefs  aealous  to  render  herfelf  ufeful  than  hlmfelf. 

The  arrival  of  the  fair  Venetian  was  known  in  Florence,  and 
the  rumour  of  her  adventure,  and  her  beauty,  excited  a  (trongde- 
fire  in  the  duke  to  (ec  her,  to  which  the  great  privacy  of  her  life 
contributed  not  a  little.  He  ufed  every  day  to  walk,  before  the 
houfe  to  which  (he  had  retired,  and,  as  fhe  had  no  amufement 
but  looking  out  of  the  window,  it  was  not  long  before  Wscuriofity 
was  gratified ;  (lie  was  indeed  half  veiled,  but  be  law  enough  to 
judge  of  her  beauty,  of  which  be  became  violently  enamoured. 

Hb  confidaut,  perceiving  his  paffion  to  be  unfurmoimtable,  be¬ 
gan  to  concert  ineafures  for  the  gratification  of  it;  and  ^engaged 
ills  wife  to  afiifi  in  the  projetfl:  the  misfortunes  which  Bianca  bsd 
already  fu6rercd,  and  thofe  to  which  (ht  was  flUl  expufed^  gave 
VoJ..  l\.

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till?  good  woman  a  pr#*teiu*c  to  infinuate  iTiit  flhie  had  lonietliinf 


the  lAtly,  and  the  need  in  which  hr  flood* 6rp#ofi'’fti6n^  it 
got  the  better  of  his  caution  and  doubts.  rttfcived 

>vith  the  nioft  flattering  kindnefs  and  attention;  fbe  was  pretailed 
upon  to  relate  the  (lory  of  Her  diflrefs,  And  was  With  Trti  ap. 

pearance  of  the  niofl  tender  concern:  dffers Wef'b  made 

hei%  and  flic  was  prefled  With  fb  generous  a  fri^hdffiip,  Whslt  flic 
could  not  refufe  to  accept  offohie  prefehts  from  iHe  larfy. 

The  duke,  informed  of  the  fijccVfs'of  the  firft  vifit,  hoped  that 
he  might  be  prelent  at  the  letohd.  Another  iiivitatibtl  wis  im* 
riiediately  fent  to  Bianca;  and,  after  new  marks  of  and  re¬ 

gard,  new  pity  of  her  misfortunes,  and  new  praifdsWf^fiir,  Widty, 
ihe  was  afked  if  (he  had  no  dcflre  to  make  her’coiitt  to  the  grand 
duke,  who, on  his  part,  was  iinpaiTent  to  become  ac^c^ualntcfd  With 
her^  having  already  found  air  opjxirtunity  ^to  fee  and  admird^'her. 
Bianca  had  not  fortitude  or  virtue  to  forego  this  niW  hohbur; 
which,  thougli  Ihe  at  firft  afl’eefied  to  refufe,  her*  crafty  fedtirer 
clilcovered  by  her  eyes  that  Ihe  wiflietl  to  he  ut^ed  to  atcept. 
Juft  at  this  crifis  it  was  conirivcd  that  the  grand  dilke  fhotud 
come  in,  without  any  appearance  of  tiehgn,  and  ^Bianca  was 
charmed  wuth  the  inodelly  of  his  addrefs,  *the  WarinthWf  hu 
praife,  and  the  lilieraliiy  of  his  ciflVrs.  Other  vifits  fuccehded,  Ah'd 
a  familiarity  iiifeiifihly  came  oh ;  fbme  prefenls  which  Ihe  tould 
not  refufe  from  her  fbvereign,  improved  the  dilke’s ‘advantage, 
and  the  hufband  himfelf  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  break  a  con¬ 
nection  which  might  he  at  once  innocent  and  advantageous.  The 
duke  was  not  likely  to'ftop  fliori  in  fo 'good  a  road;  he  gaiAed 
new  influence  over  the  Wife,  by  ‘advancing  the  hufband;  afld  at 
laft  accomplifhed  his  wlfhes  (b  hiuch  to  the  falisfacftion  ir  all  par¬ 
ties,  that^  as  the  Italians  exprefs  it,  he,  and  Bianca,  and  Baono- 
venluri,  made  a  triavgula  equilatero:  the  hufband  flioii  becaitic 
familiir  w’ith  his  new  condition,  and  removed  with  his  wife  to  a 
hoiife  in  the  tine  ft  reel  that  leads  to  a  bridge  over  the  Arno,  cal¬ 
led  Trinity -bridge  :  this  houfe  is  ftill  ftanding,  and  is  dlfTihgutf^d 
by  the  arms  of  Medicis,  furinciiinted  by  a  hat,  and  belbngs  it  pre- 
feni  to  ihe  Kicardi  family.  Biionoventuri  fblaced  himfelf fbr  the 
Icds  of  Bianca,  by  forming  new  connedfions,  and  afliciated  with 
me  nobility  of  the  country:  hnt  a  change  of  fortune  fo  foddeil 
and  fo  great,  rendered  him  infblent,  overbearing,  alid  pfefuiAptu- 
ous,  even  in  his  behaviour  to  the  duke 'himfelf,  and  'creited  bitn 
fo  many  enemies,  that  be  was  at  length  ailaffinated  iteaf  the 
biijge  that  led  to  his  houfe.  .  ^ 

The  duke  and  his  new  miflrefs ‘were  not  much  affllcfl'Ctf  at  this 
accident;  fhe  totally  lull  her  referve  and  iltnidiiy^' ’afnd  arpj>ea'f«*il

(liijt  of  he;r  hufbanJ.  and  provoked  tbe  pridti  of  hei:  nval ;  yet 
ihc  fiipprci^d  both' b^r  grief  anq.  reTentmciit,  wbich^  bovircvcr, 
Ircrciiy  f4bv:,cr}.cq  couftijutiori^  and  at  Icngiili  put  an  end  to 
her  life.  ....  ,  *  .  •  ?,  ...  •< 

'Fhc  (le;^tU  pf  ib^  grand  duebefs  opened  ne\|yr  '^iews  to  the  anj- 
biii  ui  of  Bianca,  wbp  bad  acquired  an  afcendancy  over  the  clulctj 
wiiich  rendered  bbn  vvbolly  Uibfcryicnt  to  her  vifill,  and  flje  now 
exerted  all  ber  art  to  indifcc  him  to  marr^  her..  The  cardinal 
Ferdinand  de  JMedicis,  who  was  next  heir  to  the  dukedom  if  bis 
brother  died  without  idue/ opppfed  this  marria-^  in  vain,  and 
Bianca,  ia  a  fliort  tpne,  became  ^rand^  duebeft  of  Tufcaiiy, 

Alter  f^ipe  lime  flic  became  very  defipusof  a  c)hnd,  who  might 
fjcceed  the  grapd.  duke  in  bis  dominions  :  (lie  cauied  maffes  \o  be 
liid,  and  aftrologci-s  to  he  confulicd;  but  tbefe.  and  m any  other 
expedients,  proving  ineffetfluaf,  Hie  rcfolved  to  reign  a  pregnancy, 
and  introduce  a  Jpurious  child,  of  which  flie  wotjd  at  Icaft  hasx 
the  honour.  To  adifll  her  in  the  execution  of  lUis  projcift,  (heap- 
plied  to  a  cordelier  of  the  monaflery  of  Ogni  Stjfjai,  who  readily 
uudci  taking  the  (lie  feigned  tranficnt  ficlfiaQfs,  naufeas,  an^ 

other  lyiuptoras  of  pregnancy,  took  to  her  bed,  ircceived  the  com- 
jdiinentso/ib?.  c^urt,  and  the  duke  hirafelf  expr^fled  gr^at  (alii- 
faclion  upon  fu  happy,  an  event. 

Her  pretended  reckoning  being  up,  flie  fuddenly  aUrmed  her 
people  in  the  middle  of  the  uiglvt,  complained  of  labour  pains^ 
and  inquired  inip;jiiently  for  her  confcflbr.  ^  ^ 

The  cardinal,  whp  fu/pc<flcd  the  artifices  of  his*  fifter  indaw^ 
had  her  fa  diligently  Nyaiched,  that  he  knew  all  her  motions  ;  ai 
foon  as  he  ^^'as  informed  that  her  confeffor  was  fent  for,  he  rc- 
j)aired  to  hep  anti-cumber,  in  which  he  walked  to  and  fro^  re* 
})e^iing  his  breviary!  The  duebefs’  hearing  he  was  'there,  fciit 
him  a  meflage  i^treaiing  t^iat  he  vvould  retire,  hecaqfc  (he  could 
not  bear  that  be  (hould  heir  the  cries  which  might  be  forced  front 
her  by  her  pains ;  the  cardinal  anfwered,  Let  her  bigluieQ 
think  only  pf  her  pwn  bufincG,  as  1  dp  of  minc.^'  As  loop  at  the 
coufeflbr  arrived,  phe  cardinal  ran  to  tiro,  crying  out,  ^‘‘>YeIcomc^ 
welcome,  ipy  deaf;  father,  the  grand  duchefs  is  in  labour,  and  hat 
great  qced  pf  yoqr  afliftancef’  at  the  fame  time  catching  him  fn 
hii  arras,  ^njd  embracing  him,  he  perccivpd  a  jolly  boy  juft  boft, 
which  thp  good  r^tbfr  had  got  in  his  deeve:  he  inft^nily  took  the 
child  froqi  him,  and  cried  opt  loud  enough  tV  he  beard  by  the 
duchefs,  (Jqd  fjp  praifed,  the  priucefs  is  happily^  delivered  pf  a 
fon  at  the  fame  tinic  (hewing  him  to  all  that  were  prelent. 

The  grand  dpcbcG,  enraged  alraoft  to  diftraflipn^  at  this  infolt 
and  (lifapppmtmpqt^  determined  to  be  revenged  on  the  cardinal ;

And  the  grand  dukr,  wliofe  paffion,  had  fufferedino  abatement

They  were  all  i.hree  on  a  coiHitry  party  9Lt^P/)g^  rfCaino,  and 
eat  at  the  fame  ia*r)le;  th^  cardinal-was  extreuieiy  ifond  of  blanc 
manger^  and  the  duchefs.  procured  fome  tha^fwfl  tutxed  with 
poifoni  and  had  it:  ferved  up.  The  cardinal,  w.horhad  inaivy  fpies 
about  her,  was  iuronned  of  it;  he  fat  dowiKat  table,  however,  as 
ufual,  but,  notwit:htUuding  t,hc  inoft  prelfing  fulicitatioQa  of  the 
duchefs,  he  woulj  not  touch  the  blanc'  manger Well,  faid  the 
duke,  if  the  cardinal  will  not  eat  it,.  1  will  and  tnmediately 
tot)k  fome  on  hii  pUie.  Tl>e  duchefs  not  being  able  to  prevent 
his  eating  it,  without  difcovering  her  ciime,  perceived  hwfcif  to 
he  undone  for  ever;  and  to  avoid  the  refentment  of  her  brother- 
ijj-law,  the  cardinal,  flie  eat  the  remainder  of.  the;potfoned  dilh 
berfel/^  and  both  Ihe  and  her  hnlband  died  together^'on  ihe  2lft 
of  Oclober  1587#  The  cardinal  fucceeded  to  tbe  dtikedumi  by 
the  name  of  Ferdinand  1.  and  reigned  till  ibo8.  i  bt  ^ 
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I  AM  one  of  thofe  who,  for  above  thirty  years  paft,i  hive  been  • 
much  ufed  to  company,  with  the  focial  bottle,  or  flowing 
Ixiwl.  1  have  long  made  remarks  on  the  differenC  tempers  of 
men,  when  rlevaied  with  the  juice  of  the  grape.  Thcfe  I  (hall 
not  trouble  you  with  :  But  of  late  I  have  obfervcdiSi  let  of  men, 
who  have  become  tlicir  own  heralds,  and,  at  every  fcntence  cry 
out,  By  G—^d  I  am  a  gentleman  !  fnch  a  perfon  is  of  no  rank^  an¬ 
other  is  a  low  fellow  ;  a  third,  had  he  the  wealth  of  the  Indies, 
can  never  be  a  gentleman.  After  a  long  vneiferovs  harangue  of 
fucb  mean  nonfmife,  of  no  confideration  to  mankiiKl,  I  alked  thefe 
fclf'Calling  gentlemen.  What  is  a  gentleman  f  Bui  bow  mate 
were  they  llruck  ?  None  gave  anfwer  ;  upon  which  I  role  upi,  and 
delivered  ruy  feiuiments  on  this  important  fubjetf  as  follows : 

“  Gentlemen,  It  is  neither  riches. nor  power — It  is  not  a  great 
funded  edate.;  nor  will  the  being  delcended  from  a  long  fcries  of 
ancedors,  conftitute  a  gentleman — Riches  have  vainly  ufurped  a 
fort  of  dignity  which  is  only  due  to  great  accomplifhments;  they 
give  too  many  (but  not  all)  who  are  podelled  of  them,  a  fort  of 
arrogant  grandeur,  an  overbearing  fpirii,  that  can  brook  no  contra¬ 
diction,  as  if  they  would  fay  to  all  the  red  of  their  fpecics,  Stand 
thou  by,  for  I  am  richer  than  thou  /  But  all  this  gives  no  real  pre¬ 
eminence ;  it  is  mere  illiifion;  for,  let  a  man  be  as  rlch  as  Craefas, 
if  he  have  not  proper  accomplifhments,  he  is  not,  he  cannot  be  a 
gcnilchian. — Some  there  arc,  who  fooliihly  iinagioe^ntbit  pmver 
is  a  natural  confequence  of  riches  :  How  great  the  roiftake  I  Ha^ 
yve  not  freu,  do  we  not  every  day  ftc,  thef  moH ignorant  men  get 
Into  power,  without  riches,  and  without  ability'  to  adt'hi  the 
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fphere  they  fo  jinxioufly  foUght  :  not  MalTianeltni^  the 

lilhernian  of  Naples,  made  a  fovereigti  of  a  day  fylfot  to  mention 
the  variety  of  inRances  which  trrtty  hour  occur  iii  thil  nation^  in 
the  outf  and  inr^f  admmiftratioiiJt  bwt  ail  th^ih,  wanting  the 
real  knowledge  how  to  exerclfe  that'po^er  ash  ought,  cannot  be 
called  gentlemen.— A  gtett  landed  eftate  ;  does  ‘this  hngly,  and 
of  it  (elf  at  it  were/  create  hr  dofbb  the  lucky  proprietor  a  gentle¬ 
man?  No  furelyV  The  cooper' Of  Abingdon  lately  gained  3to,ooor, 
in  the  lottery,  and  I  prefume  purthafed  an  eftaret  did  lie  there- 
bv,  ipfo  ftida^  inftantaneoufly  commence  a  gentleman  ?  Docs  the 
ocii')us  gameller,  the  Iharper,  the  irfurcr,  or  the  highwayman,  who 
ainafs  thoufands  fuddenly,  and  realize  it  onllanded  property,  be¬ 
come  gentlemen  by  fo  doing?  No.  ‘Does  Sir  before,  or  Baronet 
after,  a  man**  name  (procured  by  a  fmall  piece  of  money  when 
our  kings  were  poor),  make  the  ^arer  of  thele  titlbs  fpring  up  n 
gentleman?  No,  Thus  h a ve^*!  traced  riches,  power,  titles,  and 
property,  and  fhewn,  I  hope,  to  your  conviction,  thftt  neither  of 
them,  nor  all  of  them  put  together,  can  make  a  gentleman,  in  the 
]iroj>er  fenfe  of  the  word.— To  be  defeended  of  anceftors,  good, 
virtuous  and  charitable,  who  have  been  ornaments  to  their  coun¬ 
try,  who  have  done  all  they  could  for  the  public  good,  »  much  to 
be  edeemed,  and  fall  under  my  idea  of  a  gentleman  ;  and  if  yOu 
their  fons  are'fo;  if  yon  will,  with  a  fhare  of  good  (en(e,  lie 
honed,  virtuous,  temperate,  benevolent  to  mankind,  lovers  of  yotir 
country,  kind  to  the  pcK>r,  of  an  amiable  eafy  deportment,  jud'hi 
all  your  dealings,  a  good  htifband,  a  good  parent^  and  religious 
without  bigotry  :  In  (hort,  if  you  would  do  as  yoti  WUhld  be  dbhe 
by,  1  will  venture  to  pronounce  fuch,  and  fuch  onlyu:  gentleman; 
but,  if,  with  all  your  riches,  your  property,  your  titles  and  power, 
you  are  profligate,  wicked,  criminal,  (Inirpers,  fn temperate,  cWve- 
tout,  a  bad  hufband,  a  bad  parent,  a  nuifanee  to  company  or  feeie- 
ty,  you  never  can  be  called,  far  lefs  will  the  fenfible  part  of  nfifh- 
kind  everefteem  you  gentlemen.-*— Birth,  you  fo  tmiCh  boifl'bf, 
can  no  more  conditute  you  a  gentleman,  than  U  vv^alc^  bah^jf^. 
duce  a  lion.’*  '*  ■ 

The  edeCts  of  this  difqaifition  ftlenced  the  (elAmkkiirg  gentle¬ 
men,  and  proper  rational  converfation  re- a  (fumed*  its  place,  to  the 
fatisfaClion  of  all  prefent.  Your  publiThing  this  h hit  will  be  of  U- 
tility  to  many,  and  particularly  to— Yours,  &c.

the  g^y  and  polite.  Her  c<uiiia.ncy  to  hiru,  for  (bme  yea^s  c^m^ot

But  there  is  po  parallel  ip 
the  tianfgrelTion  between  a  hufband  and  a  wife  ;  for,  byfidea 
lifk  on  her  fide  of  a  fpurious  ilFue  to  inherit  his  titles  and  c(late>  a

But  this  lady,  *whofe  axhbition  is  as  immoderate 
in  point  of  d refs ‘and ‘equipage,  as*  her  fondnbfs  of  variety  in  a  fuc- 
cellion  of  Ibi^ers,  (bon  palled  fb‘e  appetite  of  Comiito  ;  and,  upon 
tlie  difeovery  of  an  ahiour  carried  on  with  captain  Da— Is,  Cor* 
miio  look  his  leave  of  her  and  her  lover,  on  finding  them  at  break* 
fill  one  morning,  in  fo  complete  a  difhabde,  as  to  admit  of  no  a- 

pology. 

The  next  we  meet  With  upon  his  I— — ■p^s  lifl  of  beauties,  is

orifice  to  his  too  well  concerted  plan.  At  length  (he  proved  preg* 
rant,  and  it  was  necelTary  lor  her  then  to  be  removed  from  his 
father’s  houfe  ;  he  accordingly  took  lodgings  for  her  in  an  obfcure 
part  of  NVeftniinfier,  where  (he  was  delivered  of  the  offspring  of 
their  illicit  pailion.

Cornuto  docs  every  thing  in  his  power  to  difiipate  her  melan* 
chcily,  and  he  has  accordingly  fent  her  down  to  his  feat  in  Surryi 
in  hopes  that  the  country  air,  and  a  diverlity  ofohjet^ts,  may  alle¬ 
viate  her  grief.  Cormito  is  in  the  mean  while  deeply  engaged 
with  his  grooms  and  jockies,  who  have  the  fuperin tendance  of  bis 
numerctus  find,  to  prepare  for  the  next  Newmarket  meeting, 
where  it  is  thought  he  will  make  a  very  brilliant  appearance,  not- 
wiihfianding  the  lofs  of  his  wife,  and  the  HONOUR  lately  confer* 
red  upon  him  by  a  p - of  the  h— d.

C^T.SARE  ARETHUSI  was  invited 
A  by  the  duke  of  Ferrara  to  vifit  his 
court,  and  received  there  with  extraor* 
(iinary  refpetfl.  That  prince  fat  to  him 
tor  his  |>f»rtrait,*  admired  the  perfor¬ 
mance  highly,  gave  him  evident  proofs 
not  only  of  his  favour,  but  of  his  frieitd- 
thip  and  edcem;  and  having  at  lad  con¬ 
cluded,  that  his  generous  treatment  of 
Arcchud  mult  inevitably  have  fecured 
Iiis  gratitude  (if  not  his  alfedtion).  he 
freely  acquainted  him  with  his  real  in- 
ducemeut  for  inviting  him  to  Ferra¬ 
ra.  Confidiug  in  the  integrity  of  the 
painter,  he  told  him,  there  was  a  lady  in 
that  city  wbofe  portrait  he  wifhed  to 
polfefs;  but  it  mult  be  procured  in  fo 
fecret  a  manner,  as  neither  to  be  foT 
peti'tcd  by  the  lady  kerfelf,  nor  any  of 
her  friends.
